Louis Johnson of Anson opened up 
the Jones County political pot this week 
when he announced that he will seek 
the office of County Tax Assessor- Col­ 
lector being vacated by A. I French. He 
is the first announced candidate with 
several county offices up for grabs next 


year. 
We u n d e r s t a n d that th o r e is talk of 
others announcing for some of the offices 
but as of now it is only talk. 
For some reason 
Jones 
County 
politics never seem to get as hot as 
some in neighboring counties. We under­ 
stand that a number of candidates have 
already put up their bids in Haskell 
County where you can almost always 
expect some good races. 
On the state level everything seems 
a little confusing with Gov. John Connally 
not seeking re-election and only Preston 
Smith officially in the race. But before 
the deadline, we expect this to turn into 
a real free-for-all. 
Unless a strong moderate turns up, 
from somewhere, we expect that Texas 
will drop off from the progressive pace 
that it has enjoyed during the six years 
that Connally has been governor. In our 
opinion, if Smith can get elected he will 
be too conservative and if he loses, it 
will probably be to a liberal and we 
doubt that this will help Texas very much. 
For a number of years now Texas 
has enjoyed the leadership'of men who 
have pushed for progress without drop­ 
ping off the deep end of liberalism. 
Our main regret in Connally's de­ 
cision of not seeking a fourth term is that 
he w ill not be able to complete some of 
the projects that he started in the fields 
of education and government. 
This is why we have never liked the 
two year terms of office. It takes eight 
years to accomplish anything of conse­ 
quence in the state office. While two tom; 
year terms is the same as four two year 
terms — that fourth term never seems to 
appeal to the man seeking the office or 
to die voter. 
But then, we will just have to wait 
qj'jd see who ends up in the race Peiore 
we can tell very much about what lies 
ahead lor Texas.
